THE PROGRESSIVE SOUTH. 


Recent happenings in Canton have vecasioned .some 
avery outspoken remarks on the part of ourselves and of the 
a Honekoug press in general and it is pleasing tv note that 

he rumours which soJately caused a stir seem to have 
laid completly at rest. The trouble between President 
n Yat-sen and those of his fellow countrymen who are 
partisans of the northern Government has vet to be settled 
and the latest news to hand seems to show that fighting in 
the vicinity uf Wuchow and alung the frontier between 
Kwangtuoy and Kwapgsi may break out at any tire. But, 
leavipy our Chinese fmends.tv their own disputes fer a 
hile, one may take a general survey of the activities of 
the southern party and hud a deal to justify: appreciation. 
Now ‘and again news comes to hand of a distinctly encour- 
ing nature, leading oné to ponder whether the spirit of 
real reform has not tound a.home in’ the turbulent atmos- 
phere of the southeru Provinces. 

Canton has had its Municipality since the early part of 
the year and its Charter was a document breathing the air 
of democracy. Since the establishment of that Municipality 
much has been done to improve the city and its public 
administration. New wide reads are being driven through 
the maze of narrow, unhealthy streets, creeks are being 
filled in and attention is being paid tu the water and light- 
ing services. Educational effort is being co-ordinated by the 
Bureau of Education, work already having been begun. in 
gathering statistics and other useful information regarding 
the schools and colleges in Canton. The Health and Sanitary 
Department is pursutog a progressive policv—as far'as that 
is possible under present conditions: and we read during the 
past week that all manufacturers of native patent medi- 
cines are to be registered and the concoctions they turn out 
subjected to public analysis. Swatow has had its muni- 
cipality for sometime also and the leading residents vf 
‘Fatshan and Honain are also making effotts to establish a 
system of municipal control and. by that means. jimprove 
‘the amenities of their respective cities. Whatever may 
be the merits of Sun Yat-sen’s assumption of a Presidency 


and the chances of his success against the opposition his|’ 


action has engendered, there can be little question that the 
spirit of progress and development has been evidenced in 
the South of China toa greater extent than it has else- 
‘where. ‘Interested in this movement are many of the 
;younger men whe have returned from America, and the 
personel of Canton’s municipality has much to commend it. 
: But hampering and hindering this development is the 
‘Jack of funds, brought about bythe growing expenditure 
“on military establishments. The news of the past fort- 
ight has been a tale of endeavour on the part of the 
anton Treasury to raise enough money to meet the 
emands of the soldiery—an endeavonr that-has not been 
atticularly successful. A frequent visitor to Canton 
cannot tail tv notice the slow progress being made with 
the street improveménts, a circumstance spelling its own 
explanation. Given peace and quietnde and 2 ‘little 
Kaympathetic co-operation the Chinese of the south, whether 
ander Sun Yat-sen or anybody else, would unquestionably 
emonstrate that they haye assimilated the practical ideas

The True Interpretation. 


On the question of the statistics 
themsolves it is eminently desir- 
able that public opinion should 
be better instrneted. The broad 
figures imply an overwhelming 
case against the miners yet itis 
difficult to credit that such a con- 
clusion could be an accurate ia- 
terprotation, much as the miners 

have erred. A lot has 
heard about technical 
deficiencies, such as out-of-date 
or at least not up-to-date plant, 
handicapping production; and in 
some degree the owners admit 
Both sides have put f[or- 
ward suodry statements, which 
do not really go to the heart of the 
matter. ‘Whatever the facts be, 
there was plenty of time to in- 
vestigate ‘them before the strike, 
and the onlooker can only 
wonder why sach an inquiry was 
not conducted. The Premier now 
suggests an interim settlement 
while ano inquiry is beld, the in- 
quiry, as in the case of the Royal 
Commision presided over hy Sir 
David Harrel in 1912, to report 
within a stated time. This is a 
desirable provision, remembering 
how protracted the proceedings of 
Royal Commissions are apt to be;

A Muddled Scheme. 
Although over twoand a half 
eare bave elapeed since .the 

of the Armistice, Hong- 
kong ia stilt without its war 
memorial, and those who .subs- 
eribed thair dollars in respansé to 
the appeal. made by the War 
Memorial Committee sometime 
ago are still patiently waiting to 
see to what use theirmansy is to 
ba put. The only direction in 
which anything seems to have 
been dane is with regard to the 
Cenotaph schame. The permis- 
sion of Sir Edwin Lutyens has 
been asked, through the Colonial 
Office, to copy the design of ‘the 
Whiteball Cenotaph and -H.E 
the Governor recently received a 
tel from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to the aifect 
that permission has been granted 


and that the drawings and plana|* 


will be forwarded to Hongkong 
in due course. It is expected 
that thesa drawings, will arrive 
very shortly and it is 
probable that a meating of the 
War Memorial Committee will 
than ba held to consider further 
details. , So, if the Committee 
can come-to some definite 
decision, those who subscribad to 
the fond’ may possibly see the 
Cenotaph adorning the Colony’s 
best site sometime before the next 
war. But the Cenctapb should 
not cost more than between thirty 
and forty thousand dollars 
(according-to present estimates) 
and it is understood that the 
subscriptions amount to some- 
thing in the neighbourhood of 
$150,000. The great question is, 
whatis. going to be done with the 
balance, amounting to $110,000 or 
go? (These figares cannot be 
taken'as strictlyaccurate. When 
asked bya representative of the 
Telegraph bow much money had 
baen subscribed, the Treasurer 
replied that he did not think that 
he really ought to sey, because 
perhaps the Committee would not 
like it.) Of course, as all 
Hongkong knows, there was & 
scheme toerect a Service Men’s 
Club. Unfortunately however, 
there are many different views on 
the subject, and although it is 
several months since it was 
decided that'a Club should be 
built, the Committee are apparent- 
ly no nearer artiving st a definite 
decigion now than they were at 
the beginning.

them with the cunning object of 
shifting the responsibility upon 
other shoulders. Somo days later, 
the same journal reported’ that 
the General Staff Office was high- 
ly offended with the Premier be- 
cause the latter hadissued adirect 
summons to a certain military 
commander abroad (presumably 
General Tachibans) holding that 
it was an insult to the General 
Sta Office. not to consult that 
office when discussing the ques- 
tion of Siberian evacuation. In- 
cidentally the paper adds that the 
only military commander whom 
the Premier ‘is authorised 
personally to summon is that of 
Tsingtau, odw under civil ad- 
ministration. The same journal 
further states that the conference 
cannot be a colonial one because 
Baron Den, Governor of Formosa, 
and Mr.-Nagal -Governer of 
Saghatien.do not participate in 
the assembly. Ib also cynically 
remarks that the great noise 
made about the conference, which 
is certainly unprecedented, must 
be eXtremely satisfactory to the 
Government. The original objects 
were merely the discussion of 
the control of refractory Koreans 
and the adjustment of the three 
headed administration of Kwan- 


tung; but when one official after], 


another was listed as a man 
whosa presence was necessary, 
there. were so many. men to be 
called that the authorities found 
it simpler to callall, especially as 
that would &dd tothe public atten- 
tion roused by the scheme. and 
impressthe people as ifsomething 
grand wasincontemplation and so 
favourably dispose them to the 
Government. But two heads are 
better than ome adds the journal, 
aod when many officials In the 
colonies and abroad meestogether 
and compare notes, there may be 
some unexpected results. 
A MERE COVER FOR [NEPTITEDE, 
The Nichi-Nichi, which at first

In view of the 
subjects for discussion, says the 
journal, which are said to include

and the evacuation of Sibera, and 
also of the officials present, the 
conference is to be regarded as a 
diplomatic ratber than a colonial 
conference.. Anyhow, this is a 
scheme which has never been 
tried by any previous’ Ministry, 
and its proceedings are therefore 
highly worthy of notice. The 
Seiyakai Ministry has taken 
many domestic measures, both 
wise and unwise, for the purpose 
of gaining popularity, but their 
attitude has always been retiring 
and farssez-faire so far as diplo- 
matic problems ate concerned. In 
colonies sach as Manchuria 
and Korea, official discipline 
is estiraly gone. In 
Manchuria, public suspicions 
have been roused by the scandals 
connected with opium and. the 
Manchuria Railway Co. Korea is 
in a disturbed state owing to the 
riots of refractory. natives Isbour- 
ing under a mistaken idea of the 
principle of self-determination. 
Apparently the present Ministry 
takes no great interest, and has 
no great sbility, ia, diploniacy ; 
and for this they have been 
aeverely taken jo task by in- 
fluential peoplo ia financial and 
other circles so that something 
bas to be done in order to change 
the situation and maintain, their 
position. The so-valled Colonial 
Conference has been called in 
these. circumatances, partly, it 


sppears, in order to make believe 
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that something is being done and 
partly in the vain -hope that 
some good idea may occur to 
them when they hear the views 
of the persons interested. Such 
a conference is not bad in itself, 
but why have thay called it at so 
late an hour of the day? It is 
perhaps a correct view of the 
affair to conclude that the 
Government want to make most. 
of the conference for concealing 
their diplomatic. failure and 
shiftlessness and inspiring” the 
nation with the idea that some- 
thing great is coming, in order to 
patch up affairs and secure a 
little political full in their own 
interests. 

THE SHANTUNG QUESTION. 

According to the «lsehi,on the 
17th, My. Obata, the Japanese 
Minister to China, expatiated on 
the causes of the growth of anti- 
Japanese sentiments among the 
Chinese. -An exchange of views 
then took place. between those 
present, .many questions being 
put to Mr. Obata on the problem. 
No concrete plan was, howaver, 
elaborated at the meeting for the 


alleviation of the sati-Japanese 


situation in China.

question, the Japanese authorities 
have become fully persuaded of 
the futility of pressing the Chin- 
ese Goverment for the opening 
of: negotiations, auless the Ja- 
panese -Goveroment gives some 
clear’ proof of its sincerity.

‘will be better for Japan to 
withdraw troops from the zone 
slong the Shactung railway, to 
abandon the rights in regard to 
collieries and others. mines and 
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wear 
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salt fields, which Japan possesses, 
besides those which she has 
suczecded to under the Versailles 
Troaty, and openly declare that 
she does not insist upon the 
establishment of an exclusive 
settiement, bat that she is 
willing ‘to consent to the 
opening of the place as a 
commercial mart by Chine on 
her own initiative. If, after mak- 
ing these ‘concessions, Japan 
approaches the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the commencement of 
the negotiations on the Sbantung 
question, it is probable that the 
Chinese Government will ander- 
stand Japan’s sincerity and be 
ready to enter into negotia- 
tions, The Osaka journal 
understands that the Japanese 
suthoritias have « decided to 
formulate their policy towards 
the Shantung question along the 
above lines, and they will try to 
secure the approval of tha 
Diplomatic Advisory Council and 
other bodies concerned ‘for their 
policy.
